Marshal Joseph Flack 
and Special Policeman Wiliam Kein 
are dying in Muhinberg Hospital, the 
former with a deep knife thrust be- 
low the right shoulder and the latter 
with razor cuts over his entire tody, 
sixty stitches having been required 
to close the wounds. 
: A third policeman, Walter 0. Smal- 
ley, is at his home, his face battered 
; and bruised. The prisoners are Sam- 
uel Hunt, Walter Tems, Albert Tun- 
stali and Joseph Henderson, a)! resi- 
dents of Plainfield. 
The negroes had been standing in 
the street corners yelling “Merry 
Christmas” at everyone who passed, 
and demanding moncy to buy drinks.

They did not shoot for fear 
of hitting onlookers. The firemen an! 
citizens joined in the battie, which 
was waged nearly half an hour. 
When the negroes were about to be 
taken to jail, there were cries from 
the crowd of “bring a rope,’ and 
“lynch them.” Policemen warned the 
hotheaded to keep away, but members 
of the crowd got close enough to 
strike the negroes. A crowd hung 
about the jail for hours, and all 
through the day, and in both Plain- 
field and North Plainfield there were 
frequent tilts between white men and 
negroes.

Court Pronounces Judgment on Former 
wepiotee and High Bank Officials 
in Bond Case.

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti) Dec. 25. 
—{By Haytien Cable.] In accordance 
with the verdict of the jury in the 
trial of the alleged fraudulent bond 
case, the court has pronounced judg- 
ment as foilows: 
{t acquits Het&rd Roy, former Min- 
ister of Finance, end two dig officials; 
condemns Vibrun Guimaume, former 
Minister of War, to penal servitude 
for life; the high officials of the Na- 
tional Bank of Hayti are sentenced to 
‘four years’ imprisonment, and two 
sons of former President Sam, Gedo, 
a former Minister, and. Saint Victor, 
former Minister of Foreign Affairs, to 
three years’ imprisonment. Judg- 
ment against those persons who are 
in contumacy will be prosecuted later. 


{The agitation against the above- 
mentioned persons grew out of an act 
of the Haytien Congress of 1902 oeu- 
thorizing the consolidation of the na- 
tional debt in a bond issue of about 
$6,000,000 and an additional sum of 
$213,282 to be paid the bank for 
financing the deal. The bank officials 
were imprisoned a year ago on the 
charge of conspiring with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in fraudulently 
issuing from $200,000 to $850,000 in 
bonds and of alleged bribery. The 
trial began November 28, and of the 
thirty-three persons accused, among 
whom were ex-President Sam, thirteen 
were present, the others having fled.

Landed on His Head and Died Al-* 
most instantly—Had Christmas 
Presents for His Two Motherless 
Little Boys in His Hands—Had Im- 
bibed Teo Much. 


Bound for hocne with  Chrisimas 
presents for his two little boya, who 
were left motherless three weeks ago, 
Fred Mahistedt of No. 3500 East Furst 
street, fell from a Boyle Heights car 
at First and Central avenue at 10:80 
o'clock last night, and was instantly 
killed, 

Mahistedt was a bottler’ employed Ly 
the Buffaio Brewing Company at the 
bottiing on North Alameda 
street. Last night he visited with 
friends down town, and it is asserted 
that he im®!bed rather freely. Shortly 
before 10:20 eo'clock,. accompanied by 
Mrs. H. C. Shafer, with whom he 
boarded, he started home on car No. 
267. which was in charge of Conductor 
J. Lasnber:t and Moto:enan Roller. The 
car Was crowded to the steps, and 
Mahisstedt stood outside, while Mrs. 
Shafer secured a seat in the closed 
L.on, 

When the car passed F'rst street and 
Central avenue at a high rate of speed, 
Mahistedt tcopled from the rear end 
and fell directly on his head. The 
skull was crushed. Whether the man 
Was thrown when the car struck the 
curve or whether he simply lost his 
Dalance and fell is a matter of conjec- 
ture, as no one seemed able to tell.
